Facility committee’s 
recommendation: 
new middle school

Voters in East Jordan will likely have 
an opportunity at the polls March 26 to 
shape the future of children’s education 
in the district well into the 21st century. 

A facility review committee (FRC) 
decided Nov. 30torecommend the school 
board seek a 15-year, $5.3 million bond 
proposal for: 

@ a new middle school. 

M@ a four-classroom expansion to the 
high school. 

@ increasing room sizes for elemen- 
tary classes in the old middle school build-

WM heating and electrical upgrades at the 
old middle school. 

A new middle school would take 300 
students out of the existing K-8 school, 
Hansen said. The old middle and elemen- 
tary schools would house classes from 
preschool to fifth grade. Non-bearing plas- 
ter walls in the current two-story middle 
school building would be knocked out to 
increase classroom size. 

“We've simply utilized every single 
space in the (existing) building,” Hansen 
said. 

The superintendent said expanding onto

“If this bond proposal passes, your 
district will be the lighthouse district in 
the north in terms of technology,” su- 
perintendent Chip Hansen told the fa- 
cility review committee at their Nov. 28 
meeting. 

The bond money would provide an 
average of four computers per class- 
room in each school, which would be 
an improvement over the computer lab 
systems currently in place, the superin- 
tendent said. 

“They can only be used by one class- 
room at a time,” he said. 


“Smart Labs” could be created, where 
kids could learn about subjects such as 
pneumonics and hydraulics in a tech- 
nology-based environment, Hansen 
said, 

Expanded use of technology will, in 
addition to teaching kids about com- 
puters, enhance all aspects of educa- 
tion, the superintendent added. 

“Instead of sending a student away to 
the computer lab, the instructor can 
provide guidance right there in the class- 
room,” he said. “Teachers could use 
them for every instructional subject.” 


Size, science would 


Three classrooms and a science lab 
will be added to East Jordan High School 
at the end of the media center if the 
proposed $5.3 million dollar bond pro- 
posal is passed by voters. 

The four new rooms would bring the 
high school’s classroom total to 18, not 
including vocational education and the 
gym. 

“We know we'll be serving 400 kids 
soon at the high school, and we know 
we’re using every bit of available space 
to serve 325 kids now,” superintendent 
Chip Hansen said.

Devoting one room for science was 
considered important by the facility 
review committee (FRC) because cur- 
rent science facilities are not enough to 
adequately serve students. 

“Right now we have more lab classes 
than we do labs,” Hansen said. 

Anadvanced placement biology class 
is in the works for next year — East 
Jordan Schools first A.P. class, accord- 
ing to Hansen. 

“Interest in math and science is on the 
rise here, and we need the lab space to 
accommodate the kids’ interest,” he 
said. 

The current expansion plans would 
allow for an additional six-room ex- 
pansion in the future, at the south end of 
the media center. 

“That’s important, because one of the 
committee’s charges ts to plan for the 
next time, when our growth needs once 
again require an expansion of facili- 
ties,” Hansen said. 


Elementary systems slated for upgrade 


Undercurrent school-wide expansion 
dans, 600 kids will remain in the old 
middle school building as it becomes a 
preschool-fifth grade facility. In addi- 
tion to room size expansions, electrical 
and heating system renovations are 
needed, superintendent Chip Hansen 
said. 

Complicating the process is the fed- 
eral Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA), which states that 20 percent of 
any money spent to upgrade a public 
facility must go toward making it more 
accessible to the handicapped. 

Bob Stow, architect with GBKB, the 
Traverse City architectural firm work- 
ing on the proposed school projects, 


said any expenditures of more than 
$250,000 at the ald middle school would 
require a big ADA expenditure, such as 
an elevator for the handicapped. 

The facility review committee de- 
cided to stay below the “magic num- 
ber,” perceiving that voters would be 
turned off paying for an elevator that 
could be seen as unnecessary. 

“It’s those golden gooses that really 
get voters concerned,” said one com- 
mittee member. 

The bond proposal calls for an up- 
grade of the electrical system at the old 
middle school. 

“It doesn’t make sense to bring in

the current K-8 facility would necessitate “adding an- 
other middle school to the structure,” and create an 
unwanted “megaschool.” 

“The school is already dysfunctional — there are too 
many kids on one site,” he said. Nine hundred students 
attended East Jordan elementary and middle schools in 
1993. 

The large number of students and limited space have 
led to many scheduling conflicts — particularly in regard 
to lunches, Hansen said. 

“We start serving lunch prior to 1] a.m. and don’tstop 
until after | p.m.,” he said. “That's not right.” 

The 30-member FRC consists of a cross-section of 
school district residents. They have held meetings since 
July to work on solutions to crowding and other prob- 
lems in the school district. 

“f was pleased the committee had so many different 
voices.” FRC member Katie Slough said. “It made me 
feel more confident in supporting the decisions we 
made. A lot of voices went into them.” 

Superintendent Chip Hansen praised the efficient 
work of the FRC. 

“This shows that if unselfish, well-intentioned people 
work together for schools, for kids. good things hap- 
pen,” he said. 

The FRC kept the defeated 1992 bond proposal for a 
new middle school in mind throughout the process. 

“We're trying to be realistic about it, in terms of how 
voters will react,” committee member Armand Drapeau 
said, 

“Nobody wants to pay for fluff, and there is no fluff in

more computer capabilities and audio/visual equip- 
ment when each room only has one outlet to plug them 
into,” Stow said. 

Though the two boilers currently heating the middle 
school were purchased in 1977, both run at once, at 
near maximum capacity, to fully heat the building in 
the winter. 

“It's a mess with the existing piping that’s causing 
their inefficiency,” Stow said. “One boiler should be 
a backup for the other.” 

The bond proposal increases efficiency through 
changes in the pipe system, and adds a hot water 
heating system to the 1955 elementary school to take 
care of some rooms that get uncomfortably cold in the 
winter. 

The moncy also would add a new fire alarm system, 
and replace the domestic water main. Renovations to 
restroom facilities and the installation of wheelchair 
ramps would satisfy ADA requirements, according to 
Stow. 


this proposal,” Hansen said. 

The 1992 proposal was for $5.05 million, but the 
superintendent said the new proposal offers much more 
with not much dollar increase. The '92 proposal had no 
provisions for expanding the high school, no money for 
technology and noelectrical/mechanical upgrades at all. 

“You're getting a lot more for your dollars,” Hansen 
said. 


The new middle school would have: 

three classrooms for sixth, seventh and eighth grades. 

¢ a science lab for each grade. 

«alarge media center, art room and computer lab in the 
center of the new facility. 

The FRC decided to go with a very large multi- 
purpose area on the west wing of the proposed new 
facility. The area includes a band room, stage, gymna- 
sium and cafeteria. A large barrier curtain would sepa- 
rate the gym from the dining area. 

“By clustering these areas under one roof, the commit- 
tee saved several thousand square feet, and a half- 
million dollars on the cost of the new school,” Hansen 
said. 

Another method of savings compared to the 1992 plan 
is having the project overseen by the architect (GBKB 
Associates of Traverse City) and the general contractor. 

“With the 1992 proposal, we would have given 
$400,000 to a construction management firm,” the prin- 
cipal said. “That’s money that stays in taxpayers’ pock- 
ets this time.” 

The committee chose to go with a 15-year bond 
proposal to further save costs. 


slated for upgrade 


Though all difficulties would not be solved at the 
old middle school facility, Hansen said much is done 
for the money. 

“For $250,000 we could solve many chronic prob- 
lems,” he said.

“If we had went with 29 years, interest expenses 
would have been in excess of two million dollars more.” 
Hansen said. “This also lets the community be finan- 
cially unencumbered {5 years from now, when some- 
thing else may need to be done.” 

Slough said she thinks the committee has come up 
with a good proposal. 

~The new building is important, to separate the middle 
school kids from the elementary-aged kids,” she said. 

Slough and other committee members toured all three 
school facilities. 

“The middle school is by far the most squished —every 
nook and cranny of that building is being used.” she said. 
“My top priority became to give the middle school some 
relief from their overcrowding problems.” 

Slough has a child in third grade, in a classroom with 
25 kids. 

“That’s way too many for that early of a grade,” she 
said. “I’m really looking forward to seeing the class 
sizes go back down to where they should be.” 


The new middle school would most likely be built on 
a 38-acre piece of property north of Mill Street near 
Ninth street. The property was recently donated to the 
school district by the Malpass Foundation. The area is 
contiguous to high school property, according to Hansen. 

“In terms of tying all of our facilities together, itreally 
makes sense,” he said. 


Topography and other studies are now taking place. 
and an exact location for the new building should be 
decided upon within the next week or two, the superin- 
tendent added. 

The FRC will formally present their proposal to the 
East Jordan School Board at a special meeting Jan. 4 at 
7 p.m. If approved that night, the bond vote could be held 
by the target date of March 26. 


“There are a number of items in this that need to take 
place for our district to have quality education in quality 
facilities,” Hansen said. “With the very positive input of 
the committee members, we've got a proposal that’s 
good for kids and good for taxpayers, too.”

Antifreeze awareness 


This is the time of year we start making preparauions 
for the upcoming winter. One of the most Common, 
and unfortunately most hazardous things to our pets, 
is the use of antifreeze in our automobiles. 

If left uncovered, drained on the ground or garage 
floor, it may be ingested by dogs, cats, wild life or 
even children. 

Animals will drink antifreeze because of thew sweet 
taste. If ingested, severe and often fatal poisoning 
results. 

The chemical used in conventional antifreeze 1s 
called ethlyene glycol. This chemical causes severe 
or fatal, often permanent, kidney damage. 

Immediate medical attention is essential! Hospital- 
ization and intensive treatment are required to treat 
most antifreeze poisonings. If you suspect antifreeze 
ingestion, seek professional help at once! 

As little as two ounces of ethlyene glycol antifreeze 
can kill a dog - one teaspoon can be lethal to a cat. A 
small child can be harmed by only two tablespoons. 
By the time symptoms have appeared, it may be too 
late to successfully treat the patient. 

The good news is there are now several brands of 
antifreeze available that do not contain ethlyene gly- 
col. These new products are made with a safer, less 
toxic chemical called propylene glycol. 

Look for: Sta-clean: Uni-z freeze proof: Safe: Eco- 
3; and Sierra. These products are comparable to 
conventional antifreeze in engine protection, Another 
antifreeze use | would mention is in plumbing. Here 
in the north we often use the chemical in toilets of 
summer homes that are closed for the winter. 

Animals will often take the opportunity to drink 
from the toilet bowl. Keep the lid down on any treated 
toilet. A piece of duct tape to secure the ltd will also 
serve as a reminder in the spring. 

Keep all chemicals in their original container and 
out of reach of children and pets. Always dispose of 
them in accordance to label instructions.

Apply tor homestead exemption 


Homeowners who owned and occupied their homes 
prior to May 1, 1994 and did not previously apply for 
the Homestead Exemption on their school operating 
tax may submit an application to their local unit of 
government in time for the December Board of Re- 
view. The exemption will be granted to qualified 
homeowners and will apply to all regular school 
operating taxes for the tax year 1994. 

The exemption allows owner-occupied property 
(principal residence) to be taxed at 6 mills for school 
operations instead of the 24 mill tax on business and 
non-homestead property. In some communities, there 
are additional “hold-harmless” mills and/or “enhance- 
ment” mills that will be added to the 6 state mills for 
homeowners.

Easy Cherry Rum Balls 

2 ¢, crushed vanilla wafers (40 to 45 wafers) 1 c. powdered sugar 
1/2 c. finely chopped candied red and/or green cherries 1/2 c. finely chopped pecans or walnuts 
1/4. tum 3 tbsp. corn syrup 
2 tbsp. butter, melted ]/4 c. powdered sugar 

In medium bowl, combine crushed vanilla wafers. | cup powdered sugar, cherries and pecans. Addrum, corn 
syrup and butter: blend well. Shape mixture into I|-inch balls; roll in 1/4 cup powdered sugar. Cover tightly; 
let stand 24 hours to blend flavors. Makes 3 dozen cookies. 

The rum flavor “mellows,” so make these no-bake confections at least 24 hours before serving them. This 
recipe comes from Pillsbury Cookbooks.

Here are some hints for storing your cookies 
after baking so they will retain that just-baked 


flavor. 

M@ Be sure your baked cookies are completely 
cooled before storing. If they are warm they 
might stick together. 

@ Store cookies unfrosted, as the frostung 
may cause the cookies to stick. Also, cookies 
tend to absorb moisture from frosting and lose 
their crispness. 

M@ Store your crisp and soft cookies sepa- 
rately. Stored together, they'll just become 
soft. 

@ Freeze cookies in freezer bags or air-tight 
containers, arranged in layers separated by 
sheets of waxed paper. Freeze for up to 12 
months. To thaw, let cookies stand tn container 
at room temperature for 15 minutes. 

W Store cookies at room temperature for up to 
three days. Cookies with frosting or filling that 
contains cream cheese or yogurt must be stored 
in the refrigerator. Use sealed plastic bags or 
tightly covered containers to store cookies. 
This will prevent humidity from softening your 
crisp cookies and air from drying out the soft 
ones.

Rubella Alert issued for local area 


Dr. Brian Youngs, Medical director for District 
Health Department No. 3 and No. 4, is alerting the 
public about a probable cause of rubella or German 
measles reported from Cheboygan County. 

Rubella ts passed directly from person to person by 
direct contact or by contact with nose and throat 
secretions from coughing, sneezing, and talking. The 
disease is most contagious as the rash is appearing, 
but can be spread from one week before to five to 
seven days after rash onset. 

Rubella may be transmitted by infected persons 
who exhibit no signs or symptoms. The period from 
exposure to actual onset of rubella symptoms, called 
the incubation period, varies from | 4-23 days, with an 
average of 16-18 days.

milder case of rubella than adults. 

For rubella illness developed after birth, symptoms 
are often mild with 25 percent to 50 percent of cases 
having no signs or symptoms. In older children and 
adults, there is often one to five days of low-grade 
fever, tiredness, headache, conjunctivitis, runny nose, 
and upper respiratory tract symptoms preceding the 
rash. 

Rubella in a pregnant woman is a very serious 
problem. All women who want to become pregnant or 
are pregnant should know their rubella antibody sta- 
tus (a blood test which indicates prior exposure or a 
response to the vaccine). There is a vaccine (measles- 
mumps-rubella) that may prevent the illness. It ts 
given to non-pregnant women. 

When a pregnant woman is exposed to rubella, ora 
similar illness, she must immediately contact her 
doctor. A blood specimen should be obtained as soon 
as possible and tested for rubella antibody. The preg- 
nant woman is then tested on several different occa- 
sions to see if an infection has occurred. 

Women who become infected during pregnancy 
must review this issue with their physician.
